AMERICAN SHIPS NEAR WAR BLOCKADE LINE

Bochester, Owego and the 
Orleans About to Enter

TWO SHIPS OUT OF 
NEW YORK ARE SUNK 


Under Charter to American 
Company—No Americans 
Were Aboard. 


New York, Feb. 19.—Five Ameri- 
can ships from this post are now on 
the high seas exposed to the dangers 
of the German submarine warfare and 
several others are ready for immediate 
departure. 
Three of these vessels, the 
Orleans and the Rochester, for Bord- 
eaux, and the Owego, for Genoa, are 
now approaching the blockade line In 
the Bay of Biscay and the Meditar- 
ía,nean. 


The City of Pueblo, a f r e i g h t ^ of

tons, 
owned 
by 
the 
Harrey 
Steamship company, got away yester- 
day for Havre. 
Her captain and thir- 
teen other officers are Americans. The 
crew are to receive a war bonus of 
fifty per cent, of their pay at the end 
of the voyage. 


Among the American ships ready 
to sail today 
are 
the Algonquin, a 
freighter, and the Mongolia, which is 
equipped to carry passengers. 
In ad- 
dition to the City of Pueblo, twelve 
steamships sailed 
from 
New 
York 
yesterday, presumably by routes that 
will carry them through the zone of 
blockade. 
Three vessels, one of them 
American, 
arrived 
after 
passage 
through the i-estricted area. 


Health 
department reports

that 7,000,000 pounds of food brought 
to this port by shops during the last 
twenty weeks have been condemned 
and destroyed as unfit for consump- 
tion.

Freighter Sinks U-Boat 
in 40-Minute Encounter 


New York, Feb. 19.—In a forty min- 
ute battle between a German U-boat 
and the French line steamship Guyane, 
off the coast of France, on Jan. 22, the 
submarine was sunk, according to of- 
ficers of the freighter, which arrived 
here today from Bordeaux. 


The Guyane was one day out from 
port. 
At 3:35 p. m. Captain Rousselot 
said, the U-boat was sighted some dis- 
tance to port and apparently endeavor- 
Iner to cross the freighter's bow in order 
to atop her. 
The submarine fired a 
shot -which fell short and the Guyane 
then turned sharply to starboard so 
that her big 65 milimetre gun mount- 
ed at the stern could be trained on the 
approaching vessel. 


The submarine fired a second shot 
which fell considerably short and a 
third, which struck the water closo by 
tli« fr«lgbt«r. 


Meanwhile, the Guyane's gunner had 
sent one shell, which failed to hit, 'out 
struck very near Its mark. 
A second 
shot from the Guyane, Captain Rousse- 
lot said, hit the U-boat squarely and 
the underwater boat was sepn to col- 
lapse. 


During the next thirty minutes the 
German craft appeared to be strug.g'»ng 
for existence. No one appeared on th<i 
deck and no further attempt to sheJI 
the freighter was made and the Guyane 
refrained from firing any more shots. 
At the end of the half hour the sub- 
marine disappeared. 
The freighter's 
officers said they had no doubt but that 
the U-boat was lost.

The Guyane. a steel vessel of 2,068 
tons net, carried 37 men. 
There were 
no Americans aboard., She brousht a 
fcneral cargo of about 1,000 tons.

No one disputes the statement that 
the excise tax bill, the measure advo- 
cated by Governor Goodrich in hid 
special last week, passed in the house 
Saturday, is one of the paramount is- 
sues of the 
seventieth general as- 
sembly. 
Its fate in the senate, where 
lines have been broken down, already 
is very doubtful, it is contended. 


Suffrage Undecided. 


The suffrage question also is unde- 
cided. 
The 
statement by 
speaker 
Eschbach that the 
Alldredge house 
bill would be put on third reading to- 
day. it was said, was a surprise to the 
suffragists. 
The house has amended 
the Alldredge bill to make it effective 
October 1, 1917, and would thus have 
j limited the privilege of voting for con- 
1 stitutional delegates to the men. The 
1 Matson bill passed by the senate and 
j now in the house is more satisfactory 
to the women. 
• According to Representative Vesey, 
chairman of the house committee in 
charge of the suffrage bill, the house 
will pass the Alldredge suffrage bill 
whenever it is handed down on third 
reading this afternoon and then will 
report out the Maston senate bill and 
pass It also. 


The passage of the house bill would 
be the final action taken on that meas- 
ure and the Maston bill, which differs 
from the house bill in that it would 
give the women the right to vote in 
April or May when the laws are pro- 
mulgated, thus permitting the women 
to vote for delegates to the conven- 
tion while the sen&te bill would not 
give the women the ballot until Oct. 1, 
1917, will be put through and went 
to Gov.

" movement of the remaining national guard troops from the Mexican 
border northward to their liom(? stations for muster out is extremely 
gratifyiug. It is pleasing because of the evident'belief of government 
' authorities tliat there has been such improvement in the border con- 
ditions and in our relations -with ^Mexico as to warrant such procedure, 
End for tlio further fact that it will bring home once more the two 
national guard units which Fort Wayne gave to the border ser^dce. 
By the middle of March, it is now believed, Capt. Ray McAdams' Com- 
1 pany E, of the First Indiana regiment, and Capt. John C. Sheffer's 
I' Battery D, Indiana light artillery, will be home again. 
;; 
Company E, the Infantry organization, it will be recalled, was in 
the first detail of Indiana guardsmen which sprang to the aid of the 
federal service at President Wilson'«»order on June 19 last, the Fort 


• Wayne soldiers leaving this city on June 24 for Fort Benjamin Har- 
- rison. Battery D was recruited in this city some weeks later, when 
• the need for further soldiers became apparent, and it shortly joined 
- the other Indiana soldiers in Texas. Happily neither of these organ- 
! Izations w^ere called upon to do actual fighting against a foreign foe, 


for the presence of almost one hundred thousand of Uncle Sam's sol- 
iiers in fighting array along the Rio Grande was a demonstration so 
Impressive that even the erratic and tempestuous Mexican was able to 
»rasp the significance of the situation, and the result was a lessening 
; of the tension and the restoration of at least some degree of peace and 
order and public safety along the boundary line. 


Unfortunately the return of the guardsmen is not upon assurance 
that the Mexican situation is completely settled. It is merely im-

the American Farm 


(Minneapolis Tribune.) 


Dean A. F. Woods, of the depart- 
ment of agriculture of the University 
of Minnesota, sounds a caU for a new 
kind of patriotiem among the farmei's 
of the northwest. 
It has to do with 
Increased soil productiveness and bet- 
ter returns on live stock Investments. 
The call 
Is a pecTiilarly timely one 
and if it is heeded Dean Woods may 
look back from his new Maryland post 
with a sense of pleasure that he sent 
it forth. 


His argument is a sensible one. There 
Is a world food shortage duo to im- 
paired cereal and other crops. 
The 
demands of human foodstuffs in the 
years immediately ahead, if not for all 
future time, will be heavy and not 
easy to meet unless improved methods 
of farming in this country are adopt- 
ed. 
Scientific farming and scientific 
feeding are essential to produce the 
greatest possible returns 
from 
the 
soil. The burden of the demands will 
fall upon this country, hence a spe- 
cial reason why the American farmer 
should make the most of his naturally 
fertile acres. 


It may be that the plea of Dean 
Woods will take on a peculiar force 
not anticipated by him when he ut- 
tered it. 
A much larger area of the 
V'orld than l^itherto, 
including 
the 
United States, ^ a y be embi-oiled in a 
contest of arms. Whether or not that 
unhappy fate is to befall civilization, 
the farmers of this country will make 
no mistake in undertaking extensive 
food preparedness. 
By doing so they 
will benefit not only themselves but 
a hungry word. 
It revolts the nor- 
mal human mind to contemplate what 
would bo the tragic result of a world- 
wide war in conjunction with a world- 
wide shortage of food supplies. 


The average American citizen prob- 
ably is inclined to think offhand, that 
this country will be amply able to fill 
its own larder and pVovide for its own 


stomachs, no matter what may come. 
It may and it may not. 
Too much 
trust might be costly business. 
The 
safer way Is to reduce the chances 
of failure to a minimum by a policy 
of farm preparedness and Improved 
agriculture. In many branches of ru- 
ral activity production is not increas- 
ing as rapidly as population and con- 
suming capacity. 
It is 
up 
to 
the 
farmer to restore the parity. 
He can 
do so to the enrichment of his own 
pocketbook.

"There^s a Reason 
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Agricultural Department is 
on Hand With Various 
Suggestions. 


Washington. 
Feb. 
19.—On 
the 
theory that the war may make the 
high cost of living even higher, the 
government is going in search of cheap 
foods. "Poverty soup," dog-flsh saute, 
chayóte salad, desheen crisps, Ameri- 
can Swiss cheese and alfalfa cigar- 
ettes are suggestions offered by the 
agricultural department. 


Assistant Secretary Carl Vrooman 
is giving special attention to this line 
of activity. 
Last Saturday he gave a 
demonstration of what could be done 
In the offices devoted to home eco- 
nomics. 
He had provided this menu, 
and his assistants were on hand to 
serve it and answer questions: 


"Poverty soup," for Instance—and it 
is also called "the waste products soup 
—is one of the most nutritious foods 
for the money that can be devised. 
Here is the recipe: 
One quart of skim 
milk; 
one slice 
of stale bread (1 
ounce); two ounces outer leaves of let- 
tuce (a vegetable rich in iron); a few 
celery tips or a thin slice of onion; 
salt and pepper. 
Chop the vegetables 
finely. 
The bread may be chopped 
with the vegetables. 
Cook tlie finely 
chopped vegetables in the milk in a 
double boiler for about twenty min- 
utes. 
Season. 


What Mr. Vrooman and his assist- 
ants served, as made from this pre- 
scription, would have satisfied a New 
Wlllard epicure. 


The chayóte (pronounced chl-o-tay) 
is a new kind 
of winter 
vegetable 
which can be produced very cheaply 
and will be popular when it is better 
known. It is a native in Central Amer- 
ica and is now being grown in the 
southern states. 
It can be creamed 
(Mr. Vrooman served 
it 
creamed) 
pickled or made into salad, something 
as the alligator pear is treated. 
Also 
it is made into fritters and is added 
to stews. 


The principal grocery store in Wash- 
ington recently announced the sale of 
the very last of its imported Swiss 
cheese at 76 cents a pound. 
The'nor- 
mal price Is 30 cents. 
Hence the gov- 
ernment's eagerness to teach Ameri- 
can 
cheesemakers 
to make 
Swiss 
cheese. 
To make the holes in the 
Swiss type cheese—that was the prob- 
lem. On the holes depends the flavor 
and character of the cheese and the 
cause of the holes was the foreign 
secret. 
But it is a secret no longer. 
Mr. Vrooman introduced his cheese 
man, Mr. Rogers, who passed around 
the "American Swiss." The holes and 
the cheese were as fine as any from 
across the water, and it was made 
of milk from the government's dairy 
at Beltaville, Md., in the food labora- 
tory of the agricultural department. 


Also there were American Roque- 
fort, goat milk cheese, cream cheese 
and camembert. 
The latter has been 
on the market for some time, and 
some Swiss has been made in the Wis- 
consin cheese district; but hitherto it 
has not been possible to get the article 
outside the limited Wisconsin district. 


The dog-flsh which is being intro- 
duced is also 
known 
as grayfish, 
which for a long time was regarded 
as nonedlble and was looked 
upon 
by all fishermen as a pest because it 
broke nets and ate the bait. 
Now it 
is being canned and is found a good 
substitute for salmon 
about half 
the price. 


The dasheen is an easily grown sub- 
stitute for the sweet potato and is 
very palatable when cut into thin chips 
and friend in hot fat. It, too, can be 
grown In the southern states. 


The seoretary had at his party sam- 
ples of syrup made ot the leavings of 
apples and sugar beets after making 
cider and sugar. 
Served 
on rice 
cakes it would do quite well as maple 
syrup and the cost is about one-tenth. 


The "alfalfa cigarette" number of 
the program is not a joke. Mr. Vroo- 
man passed cigarettes which looked 
just like the ordinary cigarette of com- 
merce which were made entirely of 
alfalfa. 
It lacks the nicotine. 
Also 
it lacks the tobacco taste, but it has 
a taste all its own and for a smoker 
who smokes for 
sociable 
purposes 
would be a perfectly good substitute 
for tobacco. 
Alfalfa Is, by the v/ay, 
one of the chief constituents of one 
of the Tobacco trust's most popular 
brand of the "makings." 


Meantime the federal trade com- 
mission has received a letter from the 
president instructing that body to in- 
stitute an inquiry at once to deter- 
mine whether any of the high food 
prices are caused by Illegal combina- 
tions in restraint of trade. 


So maybe—but why hope!

Various Organizations Out 
to Defeat Suggested 
Legislation. 


"Washington, Feb. 19.—A censorship 
bill, Civawn by the army general staff 
and scheduled to pass the house im- 
mediately following any 
declaration 
of war is the object of severe criticism 
by such organizations as the American 
Union Against Militarism, the Rational 
Defense league and 
the 
Emergency 
Peace committee. 
A 
telegram has 
been received by the secretary of war, 
Newton D. Baker, signed by Oswald 
C. Villard, Ernest Poole and a score 
of other names, denouncing the pro- 
posed law as unnecessary and danger- 
ous. 
"It would," says the telegram, 
"in the guise of furthering control of 
military information, give the 
mili- 
taiy authorities absolute 
control 
of 
the press in time of war when democ- 
racy most needs fi-ee discussion 
of 
men, measures and objectives. 


A statement issued by the .Ameri- 
can Union Airainat 
Militarism 
says 
such a I:.\v is unnecessary. 
"The war 
department 
and 
navy 
department," 
they say, "now have Gras^tie regulations 
establishing a complete 
nsorship on 
purely military information. 
This bill 
was drafted with an eye to those news- 
papers wliifh, in the event of 
we.r, 
tnight attempt to criticise the conduct 
of the war. those newspapers (to bor- 
row the language of the war college 
statement) which "by the'ir editorials 
and presentation of news may 
sway 
people against the war and thus by 
adverse criticisjn tend to destroy the 
efTiciencj' 
of 
these 
(the 
military) 
agencies." 


The Union's letter calls attention to 
the fact that it was newspaper criti-

rid of his inefficient generals, and it 
was Lord Northcliff s defiance of the

Germans to Devote Air kt< 
tacks to Other Parts 
of England. 


Cîeneva. Feb. 1.—The Zeppelin cam-^ 
paign against I>ondon has been found 
to be unprofitable. 
The cessation of 
air attacks on the British metropolis 
has been due not to fortuitous circum- 
stances, but to the deliberate determi-i 
nation of the German leaders to a b b a n - 
don these attaoic.s. as has long been 
done in the ca.se of Paris. 


The correspondent who was then in 
Berlin wa.s informed from a trustwor- 
thy source a few days after the 
flnst 
London raid, of the decision to send 
no more Zeppelins and sister ships of 
the Schuelins type against London. Aiï 
raids against England would not be 
abandoned entirely. 
They were con- 
.sidered to be of great service In hold- 
ing at home gun.s, airplanes and m e n 
of the British aerial defense whicll 
otherwise would be freed for service in 
France, 
but 
in future 
the attacks' 
would be directed against the provinces 
instead of London. 
The last and final 
e.xpedition of the year, on November 
27, was directed against the Midland 
counties 
in 
accordance 
with 
this 
policy and resulted in the loss of two 
Zeppelins. 


The predominant reason for the de^* 
cisión to discontinue attacks on Londoix 
probably 
is the increasing 
strength 
and efficiency of the defenses of the 
city, but the effect of raids on neutral 
opinion, in view of the then contem-i 
plated peace overtures, may also have 
been a factor.

READ REGULATIONS 


FOR THIS CESE 


Penitential Season Begins 
Wednesday; Bishop's 
Instructions. 


Sentina Want Ada. Pay. 


Regulations for the observance of 
Lent in the Fort Wayne diocese were 
read at all masses 
of 
the Catholic 
churches in this city Sunday morning. 
The penitential season begins Wednes- 
day, known as Ash Wednesday. 
The 
regulations are as follows: 


In accordance 
with 
the faculties 
granted by the holy see, the following 
are the regulations for Lent for the 
diocese of Fort Wayne: 


1. 
All the faithful, over twenty-one 
and under sixty years of age, are, un- 
less legitimately dispensed, bound tQ 
observe the fast of Lent. 


2. 
They are to take only one full 
meal a day, Sundays excepted. 


3. 
The full meal allowed on fast 
days should be taken about noon. 
But 
if for any good reasons, the principal 
meal cannot be taken at noon, it is 
permitted to talte the collation at noon, 
and to put off the full meal till even- 
ing. 


4. 
Both fish and flesh are not to 
be used at the same time, not even on 
Sundays. 


5. 
A refreshment, commonly called 
a collation is allowed in the evening. 
Xo general rule as to the quantity of 
food permitted at this time i.s or can 
be made; but the practice of the most 
regular Christians is never to let it 
exceed one-fourth of an ordinary meal. 


6. 
On account of the existence of 
sucli custom the church tolerates the 
uso of bread, butter, eggs, cheese, millc 
and all kinds of fruit, salads, vegeta- 
bles and fisli at a collation. 


7. 
For tlie same reason it is per- 
mitted to take in tlie morning some 
warm liquid as tea, cofTee, or thin 
chocolate, with a little millc and a 
cracker, or a small piece of bread. 


8. 
Necessity and custom have au- 
thorized the use of lard in.stead of 
butter in preparing fish, vegetables, 
etc. 


9. 
By dispen.sation the use of flesh 
meat is allowed at any time on Sun- 
days, and once a day on Mondays, 
Tuesdays, Thursday 
and 
Saturdays, 
excepting the second and last Satur- 
days of Lent. 


10. 
The following are exempt from 
the obligation of fasting: Those under 
twenty-one and those over sixty years 
of age, the sick, pregnant and nursing 
women, those who are obliged to labor 
hard, and all those who through weak- 
ne.ss cannot fast without injury to their 
health. 


11. 
Persons dispen.sed 
from 
the 
obligation are not bound by the re- 
striction of using meat at only one 
meal on days 
on which 
its 
use is 
granted by dispensation. 


12. 
By virtue or an Indult of the 
holy see, granted June 3, 1915, for ten 
years, 
we 
permit workingmen and 
their families the use of flesh meat 
once a day—and more than once a day 
in the case of those who are dispensed 
from fasting—on all the fast days of 
abstinence throughout the year, with 
the exception of all Fridays, Ash Wed- 
nesday and Saturday of Holy Week 
and the Eve of Christmas. Those who 
avail themselves of this dispensation, 
are not allowed to eat fish and flesh 
at the same meal, and they ai-e ex- 
horted to perform some other act of 
mortification, such as reciting addi- 
tional prayer, (the Rosary, for exam- 
ple), 
abstaining 
from 
intoxicating 
drinks, from the use of tobacco, fore- 
going pleasures, amusements, etc. 


We recommend that the faithful, if 
at all possible, observe the rigorous 
abstinence at least on Good Friday.

which 
every practical Catholic is obliged to 
confess his sins 
and 
I'eceive 
Holy 
Communion extends from the first Sun- 
day in Lent. February 25, to Trinity 
Sunday. June 3. both inclusive. 


The a.nnual collection for the Indian 
and negro missions is to be taken up 
on the first Sunday in Lent. 
A plen- 
aiT indulgence is granted by the Holy 
Father to all that contribute, if they 
receive worthily the sacraments of 
Penance and the Blessed Eucharist on 
the Sunday on which the collection is 
made, and offer prayers according to 
his intention.

AMERICAN SHIPS NEAR WAR BLOCKADE LINE 


Bochester, Owego and the 


Orleans About to Enter 


Danger Zone. 


TWO SHIPS OUT OF 


NEW YORK ARE SUNK 


Under Charter to American 


Company—No Americans 


Were Aboard. 


New Tork, Feb. 19.—Five Ameri- 


can ships from this post are now on 
the high seas exposed to the dangers 
of the German submarine warfare and 
several others are ready for .immediate 
departure. Three of these vessels, the 
Orleans and the Rochester, for Bord- 
eaux, ana the Owego, for Genoa, are 
now approaching the blockade line in 
the Bay of Bfscay and the Mediter- 
ranean. 
The City of Pueblo, ft freighter of 


2.624 tons, owned by the Harrey 
Steamship company, got away yester- 
day for Havre. Her captain and thir- 
teen other officers are Americans. The 
crew are to receive a war bonus of 
fifty per cent, of their pay at the end 
of the voyage. 
Among the American ships ready 
to sail today are the Algonquin, a 
freighter, and the Mongolia, which Is 
equipped to carry passengers. In ad- 
dition to the City of Pueblo, twelve 
steamships sailed from New York 
yesterday, presumably by routes that 
will carry them through the sone of 
blockade. ' Three vessels, on* of them

Freighter Sinks LJ-Boat 


in 40-Minute Encounter 


* 
New Tork, Feb. 19.—In a forty min- 


ute battle between a German U-boat 
and the French line steamship Guyane, 
off tho coast of France, on Jan. 22, the 
submarine was sunk, according to of- 
ficers of the freighter, which arrived 
here today from Bordeaux. 
The Guyane was one day out from 


port. At 3:36 p. m. Captain Rousselot 
sold, the U-boat was sighted some dis- 
tance to port and apparently endeavor- 
ing to cross tho freighter's bow in order 
to stop her. The submarine fired a 
shot which fell short and tho Guya.no 
then turned sharply to starboard so 
that her big BS milimetre gun mount- 
ed at the stern could bo trained on the 
approaching vessel. 
The submarine Ili-od a second snot 


which foil considerably short and a 
third, which struck the water closo by 
the freighter. 


Meanwhile, the Guyana's gunner had 


sent one shell, which failed €o hit, "jut 
struck very near its mark. A second 
shot from the Guyane, Captain Kousse- 
lot said, hit the. U-boat squarely and 
the underwater boat was seen to col- 
lapse. 


During the next thirty minutes tho 


German craft appeared to be strugg'ing 
for existence. No one appeared on ths 
deck and no further attempt to shell 
the freighter was made and the Guyane 
refrained from firing any more shots. 
At the end of the half hour the sub- 
marine disappeared.

officers paid they had no doubt but that 
the U-boat was loaf. 


The Cluyane, a steel vessel of 2.0CS

The activity in various war thea- 
ters reflected Jn tlie statements of 
the war offices during the lost few 
days lias subsided temporarily. 
None of the official statements to- 
day indicate any really severe fight- 
ing during tho lost 24 hours. Op- 
erations along the fronts have neon 
confined to reoonnolterlng artillery 
and aviation activities. 


The current Paris official state- 


ment contains one Item possibly 
forecasting a renewal of operations 
l>y tho Zeppelins with the coming of 
more favorable weather. One ol 
these Big airships flew over tlio 
French coast on Saturday night pro- 
ceeding as far as Boulogne, near the 
entrance to tho English channel. 
The bombs which It dropped did no 
damage, the French report, declares.

Go to Indianapolis to 


Help Fight Bill. 


Twenty-five Fort ,Wayne business 


men went to Indianapolis Monday 
morning at 7 o'clock over the Lake 
Erie .& Western railroad, where .they 
will do: all that is in their power to 
have the Clinton street. elevation bill 
defeated when it comes before the son- 
ate.

Still Considering 11. 


It was stated definitedly that Presi- 


dent Wilson has made no plans so 
far for going before congress to ask 
for additional authority, although it 
was not denied that he is still con- 
sidering the advisability of such a step. 
In some quarters jt was believed ho 
might conclude not to go to congress 
at present. 


Officials generally said, however, 


that somo means must be found for 
getting Americans and other' vessels 
to resume sailings. While considera- 
tion has been given to various sug- 
gestions for arming and convoying 
merchantmen it was considered pos- 
sible before long vessels may sail of 
their own accord. Although officials 
maintain reticence there has been an 
unmistakable 
lessening in the ten- 


sion within the last two or three days. 


Will Be Released. 


Through' the Spanish embassy the 


state department has been informed that 
the American sailors takon prisoners to 
Germany on prize ship Yarrowdale would 
be released shortly. The state depart- 
ment forwarded to Berlin Saturday a 
request for their immediate release. A 
previous message inquired as to the rea- 
son of keeping the men prisoners and 
insisting upon their release. 


Because o£ the slow and uncertain 


communication between Washington and 
Berlin state department officials were 
unable to decide whether today's dis- 
patch was in answer to its last request 
or the previous one. 
State department officials are watch- 


ing the situation with some impatience. 


Austria's Attitude Puzzles. 


Austria's rea,l attitude perplexes of- 


ficials here and there is hope that Am- 
bassaAor Peiifield will find some way to 
influence the Vienna government not to 
formally sanction the extreme posi- 
tion taken by Germany. No answer has 
been received to a direct inquiry whether 
Austria intends to follow Germany.

Freighter Equipped With 


Apparatus to Protect 


Against U-Boats. 


Baltimore, Md., Feb. 19.—The Don^ 


aldson line freighter Lakonia of Glas- 
gow, provided with the new snioka 
device of the British admiralty render- 
rendering shipping imrt-.une from sub- 
marine attacks, arrived at this port 
yesterday. ' She also carries a 3-inch 
gun 
mounted astern and several 


trained gunners to man it. 


According to one of the gunners to- 


day the new device, perfected by Brit- 
ish scientists, can generate enough 
smoke in several minutes to mask a 
vessel from the enemy's view for ss»- 
eral hours. The Lakonla encountered 
no enemy craft on the trip to this port 
but she was twice chased for several 
hours on her last east bound voyage, 
first by a German snip thought to 
have been the commerce raider VI- 
entta and again by a submarine in 
the Bay of Biscay. The Lakonla es-

Washington. D. C., Feb. 19.—One of 


tho first official acts of Henry P. 
Fletcher, the new American ambassa- 
dor, will be to protest against confisca- 
tion .of mines not in operation. Mr. 
Fletcher's arrival at the Mexican cap- 
ital yesterday was reported to the 
state department. His formal presen- 
tation to Go.neral Carranza probably 
will be not later than Thursday and 
immediately after he will begin mak- 
ing representations on various ques- 
tions at issue between the two gov- 
ernments.

Men of the neighborhood, west of

in cutting ice and working along the 
river bank, In an effort to discover 
a trn.ce of the Prugh boy. returned to 
their labors, Monday, heavy hearted.

A Sturdy Youth. 


Alfred was the youngest of three

His youthful 
bravery, akin to wrecklessness, was the 
trait which led people of the neigh- 
borhood, to think that he might have 
tried the river ice, when he did not 
return home, Saturday. He was to 
have entered school next fall. 


Fear first clutches at the mother's 


heart when she called her son, Satur- 
day just before noon, and received no 
response. Throwing a shawl over her 
head she walked towards the river, j 
Anxiety gripped her. She told neigh- | 
bov women of alarm she felt because 
she had seen Alfred walk towards the 
stream.

mna declared. 
"I attend 
because 


God's truth as taught in the church is 
the one unchanging and permanent 
principle of life. I attend church be- 
cause I want the flag of the nations 
to continue to float to the breezes and 
represent the same story to mankind 
that it does now. I want justice on 
the throne in place of anarchy. I want 
love in the hearts of men Instead of 
hatred and jealousy. 


"I attend church because it points 


the way to peace, .contentment and 
happiness. A man is higher than the 
animals because God gave him the 
power of reason. He was created and 
placed on the earth with the animal* 
.nd plants. 
Our Bible and sclenca 


teaches us that this was done many 
centuries ago. But has it occurred tc- 
you, that from the material side, lifo 
is the same olc1 problem now In this 
modern civilization that It was with 
Adam and Eve? Wo must still supply 
our primitive needs—food, clothing 
and shelter. 
Some men fall In secur- 


ing these necessaries and the govern- 
ment helps them. 
Some are thrifty 


and get more than they need of the 
necessaries and they trade the surplus 
for luxuries. The vast majority just 
balance the scale. To the necessaries 
men 
have provided entertainment, 


such as games, the theater and social 
intercourse. But these things are only 
the Incidents of life to the church. The 
Christian not only may enjoy the ma- 
terial things of life but he has the 
beautiful 
faith that 
God created 


heaven and earth and all that Is In 
them. To preserve this simple faith, I 
am a church attendant."

Murray, Ky., Feb. 19.—With Ken- 


tucky national guardsmen posted at 
points of vantage inside and out of the 
Colloway county court house, the case 
of Lube Martin, a negro charged with 
the murder of Guthrie Dulgulde, a 
policeman, was called for trial here 
this morning. The scene presented was 
in sharp contrast to that enacted last 
January, when Judge Charles L. Bush 
aroused such a storm by-demanding 
continuance of the negro's case that 
Gov. A. O. Stanley found it advisable 
to make a hurried night trip half the 
length of the state to avert possible 
violence against the court. 


Today everything was quiet. There 


was little excitement of any sort and 
this apparently was the result of 
curiosity. Last January a mob threat- 
ened the life of the Judge and Com- 
monwealths Attorney Denny Smith 
when it became known that the con- 
tinuance in the negro's case had been 
granted. The two officials spent the 
night in a hotel which the crowd 
threatened to dynamite unless the jo- 
gro was returned for trial. The ex- 
citement ended with the appearance of 
Gov. 
Stanley upon the scene. He nd- 


dressed a crowd assembled In the cir- 
cuit court room, announcing his pur- 
pose to protect the court by his per- 
sona] efforts, If necessary, and promis- 
ing that the negro Martin should be 
brought to trial in due course.

AVhat national emergency legislation 


i« to be passed during the remaining 
two weeks rests largely with President 
Wilson and the development of the Ger- 
man submarine situation, but considar- 
able effort will be made to get action 
on_thc bill to empower tho government 
to control merchant shipping in case of 
war. Some doubt 'seems to exist among 
congressional leaders whether railroad 
labor legislation, the rivers and harbors 
bill and other general measures can be 
passed before adjournment.

Plttsburg, Pa., Fob. 19.—The rail- 


road freight situation has resulted in 
a temporary suspension of Industrial 
activities in the Pittsburg district The 
flres in approximately forty furnaces 
in the district have been banked, while 
various departments at many mills 
have been closed because of a short- 
ago in cars which has prevented the 
bringing of raw materials and the 
shipping of the finished product. Rail- 
road- officials estimate that more than 
50,000 tons of structural 
material 


alone are Jammed in the local yards 
awaiting movement, while mills have 
continued to roll new steel until the 
mill yards will hold no more. 


In the coad fields in this vicinity 


the miners are unable to operate more 
than forty per cent, and last week the 
general average was not more than 
SO per cent. As high as $7 a ton is 
being paid at the mine for coal in car 
load lots.

kind of patriotism among: the farmers 
of the northwest. It has to do with 
Increased soil productiveness and bet- 
ter returns on llvo stock Investments. 
The call Is a peculiarly timely one 
and If it is heeded Dean Woods may 
look back from his now Maryland post 
with a sense of pleasure that he sent 
it forth.] 


His argument is a. sensible one. There 


Is a world food shortage due to Im- 
paired cereal and other crops. 
Tho 


demands of human foodstuffs In the 
years Immediately atoead, if not for all 
future time, will be heavy and not 
easy to meet unless improved methods 
of farming in this country are adopt- 
ed. 
Scientific farming and scientific 


feeding are essential to produce the 
greatest possible returns from the 
soil. The burden of the demands will 
fall upon this country, hence a spe- 
cial reason why the American farmer 
should make the most of his naturally 
fertile acres. 


It may be that the plea of Dean 


Woods • will take on a peculiar force 
not anticipated by him when he ut- 
tered it. A much larger area of the 
world than hitherto, Including 
the 


United States, may be embroiled in a 
contest of arms. Whether or not that 
unhappy fate is to befall civilization, 
the farmers of this country will make 
no mistake in undertaking extensive 
food preparedness. By doing so they 
will benefit not only .themselves but 
a hungry word. It revolts the nor- 
mal human mind to contemplate what 
would be the tragic result of a world- 
wide war in conjunction with a world- 
wide shortage of food supplies. 


The average American citizen prob- 


ably Is inclined to think offhand, that 
this country will be amply able to fill 
its own larder and provide for its own 


stomachs, no matter what may como. 
It may and It may not. 
Too much 


trust might be costly business. The 
safer way is to reduce the chances 
of failure to a minimum by a policy 
of farm preparedness and improved 
agriculture. In many branches of ru- 
ral activity production Is not Increas- 
ing as rapidly as population and con- 
Huming capacity. It Is up to 
the 


farmer to restore the parity. He can 
do so to the enrichment of his own 
pocketbook.

Suggestions. 


Washington. Feb. 19.—On 
the 


theory that the war may make the 
high cost of living even higher, the 
government Is going In search, of cheap 
foods. "Poverty soup," dog-fish saute, 
chayoto salad, desheen crisps, Ameri- 
can Swiss cheese and alfalfa cigar- 
ettes, are suggestions offered by the 
agricultural department. 
- , 


Assistant Secretary Carl Vrooman 


is giving special attention to this line 
of activity. Last Saturday he gave a. 
demonstration of what could be done 
In the offices devoted to home eco- 
nomics. He had provided this menu, 
and his assistants were on hand to 
serve It and answer questions: 


"Poverty soup," for Instance—and it 


Is also called the waste products soup 
—Is one of the most nutritious foods 
lor the money that can be devised. 
He»e Is the recipe: One quart of skim 
milk; 
one slice 
of stale bread (1 


ounce); two ounces outer leaves of let- 
tuce (a vegetablo rich in iron); a few 
celery tips or a thin slice of onion; 
salt and pepper. Chop the vegetables 
finely. The bread may be chopped 
with the vegetables. 
Cook the finely 


chopped vegetables In the milk in a 
double boiler for about twenty min- 
utes. Season. 


What Mr. Vrooman and his assist- 


ants served, as made from this pre- 
scription, would have satisfied a Xew 
Wlllard epicure. 


The chayote (pronounced chl-o-tay) 


Is a new kind of winter 
vegetable 


which can be produced very cheaply 
and will be popular when It is better 
known. It Is a native In Central Amer- 
ica and Is now being grown In the 
southern states. It can be creamed 
(Mr. Vrooman served it creamed) 
pickled or made into salad, something 
as the alligator pear is treated. Also 
it Is made Into fritters and is added 
to stews. 


The principal grocery store In Wash- 


ington recently announced the sale of 
the very last of Its Imported Swiss 
cheese at 76 cents a pound. The nor- 
mal price Is 30 cents. Hence the gov- 
ernment's eagerness to teach Ameri- 
can oheesemakers to make Swiss 
cheese. To make the holes In the 
Swiss typs^cheese—that was the prob- 
lem. 
On tho holes depends the flavor 


and character of the cheese and the 
cause of the holes 'was the foreign 
secret. But It Is a secret no longer. 
Mr. Vrooman introduced his choose 
man. Mr. Rogers, who passed around 
the "American Swiss." The holes and 
tho cheese were as fine as any from 
across the water, and It was made 
of mtlk from the government's dairy 
at BeltsvHle, Md.. In the food labora- 
tory of the agricultural department. 


Also there were American Roque- 


fort, goat milk cheese, cream cheese 
and camembort. The latter'has been 
on the market for some time, nnd 
somo Swiss has been made In the Wis- 
consin cheese district: but hitherto It 
has not been possible to get tho article 
outside the limited Wisconsin district.

duced Is also known 
as grayfish, 


which for a long time was regarded 
as nonedlble and wan looked upon 
by all fishermen as a pest because It 
broke nets and ate the bait. Now it 
la being canned and Is found a good 
substitute for salmon «t about half 
tho price. 


Tho dasheen Is an easily grown sub- 


stitute for the sweet potato and is 
very palatable when cut into thin chips 
and friend In hot fat. It, too, can be 
grown In the southern states.

The Cascade made long detouors 


from the regular paths of ocean traf- 
fic in order to dodge probable sub- 
jnarines. Ten days were required In 
crossing 
the 
Atlantic. 
The vessel 


traveled at half speed much of the 
time. Storm swept the'ocean much of 
the journey. It was the most bolstrous 
trip that Mrs. Pratt, who has several 
times crossed the seas, had made. 


Sight of New York harbor was a 


gladsome one, Mrs. Pratt says. Cities 
of the British isles are darkened as 
precaution against air raids. New 
York was a blaze of color as the Cas- 
cade hove into harbor, early in the 
evening. 
The statue of liberty em- 


blazoned by the new lighting system 
ivas indeed an inspiring vision to the 
Americans on the boat, Mrs. Pratt 
said. 


In the New York harbor the Cas- 


cade received word of the sinking of 
the California, sister ship 
of 
the 


Anchor line. Men on the Cascade had 
also worked on the California. Com- 
motion swept the ship. 


There were but .50 passengers on 


the big Anchor steamer which brought 
Mrs. Pratt to America. 
The vessel 


holds at least 5,000 people. Ocean 
traffic is distressingly light, steamship 
officers told Mrs. Pratt.

Heavy fog along- the Franco-Belgian 


front has interfered with operations 
and there have been only reconnoiter- 
ing raids and similar enterprises, army 
headquarters announced today. 


Fighting in France. 


Details of the fighting incident to the 


German attack on the French lines in 
the Campagne on February 15, are 
given today by the military critic of 
the Overseas news agency: 


"The fighting south of Bipont," ho 


writes, "took place on the ground 
•where General JofEre, in the autumn 
of 
1915, 
sacrificed 
thousands of 


French soldiers In fruitless attacks. 
By a bold thrust on February 16, the 
Germans ejected the French on hill 
185 from a trench system almost one 
kilometer deep and more than two 
and one-half kilometers breadth—a 
system which had been maintained by 
the French since September 25, 1916, 
and fortified after the most modern 
methods. The French, in addition to 
losing a largo number of men in 
prisoners, killed and .wounded, lost 
important observation points." 


More Belgian Plans.

Norddeutsche 
Allgemelne 


Zeitung publishes photographic repro- 
ductions of detailed Anglo-Belgian 
agreements regarding the landing of 
British troops on the continent and 
their transport on Belgian railroads 
into 
Belgium," says an Overseas 


"The documents 
had been exchanged between the Brit- 
ish and Belgian authorities. 
They 


were found in the Brussels archives 
and furnished detailed proof that in 
1906 the entire detailed plans of mob- 
ilization against Germany had already 
been arranged between the Belgian 
and the British army."

Annual Report Gives the 


Statistics of Banner Year 


for Company. 


According to the annual report of 


the Fort Wayne and Northern Indiana 
Traction company, over nineteen and 
a quarter million passengers were car- 
ried by the company during the year, 
1916, the exact number being $19,256,- 
857. 
This makes a daily average of 


52,757 people. The totals compiled in 
the report are for the city lines and all 
others operated by the company. This 
was a banner year for the company. 


The report 
shows that 5,162,619 


miles of track were traveled, by the 
company's cars and that the kilowatts 
of electric current' generated in the 
power house amounted to 37,759,894. 
Them were 33,619 trains operated, of 
which 92 per cent were on time. Al- 
together during the year there were 
1,022 accidents on the lines, 498 of 
these being with automobiles. 
This 


accident rate is .unusually small com- 
pared to the heavy passenger rate and 
the large number of trains run. Nearly 
150,000 pieces of baggage were carried 
and approximately one-third of these 
were handled in this city. 


The report verifies statements of 


officials that the past year was most 
successful for the company In every 
way. 
This applies not only to the 


financial side but to public safety, effi- 
ciency of service, 
and 
efficiency of 


working forces. It shows the effect of 
the work which is being constantly 
carried on to better the system and 
serve the public.

are the regulations for Lent for the 
diocese of Fort Wayne: 


1. AH the faithful, over twenty-one 


and under sixty years of ngc. are, un- 
less legitimately dispensed, bound to 
observe the fast of Lent. 


2. They are to take only one full 


meal a day, Sundays exceptcd, 


3. Tho full rneal allowed on fast 


days should be taken about noon. But 
it for any good reasons, the principal 
meal cannot be taken at noon, it is 
permitted to take the collation at noon, 
and to put ore the full meal till even- 
ing;. 


4. Both fish and flesh arc not to 


bo used at the sumo time, not even on 
Sundays. 


B. A refreshment, commonly called 


a collation is allowed in the evening. 
No general rule as to the quantity of 
food permitted at this time ia or can 
be made; but tho practice of the most 
regular Christians is never to let It 
exceed one-fourth of an ordinary meal. 


C. 
On account of the existence of 


such custom the church tolerates the 
use of bread, butter, eggs, cheese, milk 
and all kinds of fruit, salads, vegeta- 
bles and fish at a collation. 


For the same reason It is per- 


mitted to take in tho morning some 
warm liquid as tea, coffee, or thin 
chocolate, with a. little milk and a 
cracker, or a small piece of bread. 


8. Necessity and custom have au- 


thorized the use of lard instead of 
butter in preparing fish, vegetables, 
etc. 


9. By dispensation the use of flesh 


moat is allowed at any time on Sun- 
days, and once a day on Mondays, 
Tuesdays, Thursday and 
Saturdays, 


excepting the second and }ast Satur- 
days of Lent. 


10. The following are exempt from 


the obligation of fasting: Those under 
twenty-one and those over sixty years 
of age, the sick, pregnant and nursing 
women, those who are obliged to labor 
hard, and nil those who through weak- 
ness cannot fast without injury to their 
health. 


11. Persons dispensed 
from 
the 


obligation arc not bound by the re- 
striction of using meat at only one 
meal on days on which its use is 
granted by dispensation. 


12. By virtue or an Indult of the 


holy see, granted June 3, 1!)15, for ten 
years, 
we permit workingmcn and 


their families the use of flesh meat 
once a day—and more than once a day 
in the case of those who are dispensed 
from fasting—-on all the fast days of 
abstinence throughout the year, with 
the exception of all Fridays, Ash Wed- 
nesday and Saturday of Holy Week 
and the Eve of Christmas. Those who 
avail themselves of this dispensation, 
are not allowed to eat fish and flesh 
at the same meal, and they are ex- 
horted to perform some other act of 
mortification, such as reciting addi- 
tional prayer, (tho Eosary, for exam- 
ple), 
abstaining from 
intoxicating 


drinks, from the use of tobacco, fore- 
going pleasures, amusements, etc. 


Wo recommend that tho faithful, if 


at all possible, observe the rigorous 
abstinence at least on Good Friday.

every practical Catholic is obliged to 
confess his sins 
and 
receive 
Holy 


Communion extends from the first Sun- 
day in Lent, February 25, to Trinity 
Sunday, June 3, both inclusive. 


The annual collection for the Indian 


and negro missions is to be taken up 
on the first Sunday in Lent. A plen- 
ary indulgence is granted by the Holy 
Father to all that contribute, if they 
receive worthily tho sacraments of 
Penance and the Blessed Eucharist on 
the Sunday on which the collection is 
made, and offer prayers according to 
his intention.

17.—"The 'Sea- 


Wasps' will do the trick, or-^-it can't 
be done." 


That, in a nutshell, is .the opinion of 


the best Informed shipbuilders, sub- 
marine men, and naval experts in New 
York on the possibility of the British 


navy meeting: the 
latest 
Genr,n:i 


U-boat menace. 


They say the "AVasps" will do away 


with Germany's submarines. 


The "Sea-Wasps" or "M. L.'s" as tbev 


are officially known in the British ad- 
miralty, are the product of Yankee 
shipyards 


They are 80 feet long, 12 feet on 


the beam, and draw only four and A 
half feet of water, thereby making 
them practically Immune from torpedo 
attack. 


Five hundred and fifty "submarine 


chasers" have gone to the British fleet, 
shipped on the decks of liners .and 
freighters from Canadian ports, tnd 
built by the Submarine Boat corpora- 
tion in its Canadian plant. 


Since October, ]!>!«, confidential re- 


ports to the builders of these boats 
liere show that 289 German subma- 
rines have been destroyed by th' . . 
In other words, it la believed here the 
new submarine attack is being car- 
ried out by an entirely new fleet of 
German U-boats, and that they in turn 
are doomed to destruction before tho 


three-inch guns mounted on these fa«t, 
big launches. 


In design, the "wasps" are really 


comfortable ocean-going yachts, qutck- 
ly convertible into submarine chasers. 


The last of the shipment of 550 b 'ilt 


by this company was completed, by a 
coincidence, in exactly 550 days—one 
year and a half. 


Twelve thousand men worked on 


them day and night, putting into place 
the 500,000 separate parts of which 
they are constructed. 


With 500 horsepower in their mo- 


tors, they attain a speed of 22 miles 
an hour, and are so easily handled they 
can turn in their own length. 


The three-inch guns mounted for- 


ward can contend successfully with 
any armament so far placed on sub- 
marines, and with a cruising radius of 
700 miles at 22 miles an hour, or 1,500 


miles at 14 miles per hour, they aro the 
most effective means for keeping down 
the subs so far devised. 


According to reports from the other 


side, three of these boats kept the sea 
during the terrific storm which was 
raging on the night the cruiser carrying 
Lord Kitchener was blown up by a 
mine. 


Their sea-keeping qualities are such 


as to allow for a sea patrol of 10 days' 
duration. They are manned by ten of- 
ficers and men.

the public ever since her internment 
at tho outbreak of tho European war.

by two of the officers of the ship:

Wo had met the two of- 
ficers some time before, 
and

signed and vouched for us. 


We visited nearly every part of the 


great vessel, and, except for the fact 
that all the wonderful furniture, paint- 
ings and hangings, are covered and 


protected, the ship looked spick and 
span, and ready to sail at a moment's 
notice. 
She reminded me of a well- 


kept house, closed for the summer. 
\yith the family away. 


"What do you wish to see first?" 


Mr. Gold asked. 


"The gymnasium," I answered, at 


random. Tho officers took us to the 
gymnasium. 
It Is wonderful; fitted 


with every possible device for exer- 
cise and amusement. 


Next we went to the swimming pool 


—fitted as a magnificent Roman bath.

Movements of Battleship 


Squadron Enshrouded 


in Mystery. 


(By J. Herbert Duckworth.) 


New York, Feb. 19.—Uncle Sam's 


battle fleet has mysteriously and com- 
pletely disappeared. It is purposely 
lost and nobody here knows Its where- 
abouts except President Wilson, Sec- 
retary Daniels and the chief of naval 
operations. 


From now until the end of the war, 


whether we become involved In hos- 
tilities with.Germany or not, it Is not 
likely our navy will have its hiding 
place revealed. 


Absolute secrecy of movement Is the 


first law of naval strategy. When the 


I Germans bombarded the east coast of 
j England the British people angrily de- 
manded to know where Admiral Jelli- 
coe's fleet Tvas. 


"Lost somewhere In the gray mists 


of the North sea," was all the satis- 
faction they got from Winston Church- 


j ill, then first lord of the admiralty. 
: 
Now it is the turn of the American 


fleet to be "lost somewhere In the blue 
haze of the North Atlantic." The navy 


. department has 
suspended publica- 


tion of daily bulletins giving the move- 
ments of warships, and Secretary Dan- 


• lels has requested the correspondents 
, not even to speculate concerning the 


• whereabouts of the units of the fleet. 
I 
Respecting this request, I-do not tn- 


' tend to hazard a guess as to what has 
become of our first line of defense. 
But from eight months' experience 
In England trying to get a line on the 
goings-on of the British fleet I can 
give a picture of the safeguards the 
navy department will adopt In event 
of war. 


The immediate vicinity of our navy 


yards at Portsmouth, Boston, Brook- 
lyn, Philadelphia, W a s h i n g t o n , 
Charleston, Mare Island. Puget Sound 
and Newport will be declared "pro- 
hibited areas." 


Of course, it is impossible to hide 


a battleship, or in fact any other ves- 
sel when it Is in port, but where It 
has come from and where It Is going, 
and the location of the fleet of which 
it Is a part, will be secrets. 


All letters from the ships will be 


censored and friends of men on board 
ships will be required to address let- 
ters "care of the navy department, 
Washington." 


Should the great fleet be sent to 


European waters the fact would not 
be made public unless an "Incident" 
should occur. The fleet would keep 
In constant touch with Admiral Wil- 
liam S.' Benson, chief of naval opera- 
tions, by wireless. 


Through agreement jrith the war 


department a board consisting of army 
and navy officers has been organized 
for inspection of merchant 
vessels 


of all kinds from liners to harbor tugs, 
with a view to their adaptation as 
naval auxiliaries. 


On war being declared, the greater 


number of these merchantmen would 
be at 
once impressed into service.
